Sufferers from arthritis, which has 
already crippled some 600,000 Canadians, 
will be encouraged by the vigorous attack 
on the disease outlined by the Canadian 
Arthritis and Rheumatism Society 

The program of the society comprises 
the promotion of research towards the 
discovery of a cure, the distribution of fel 


lowships to encourage more professional 
study of the disease, the establishment of 
special treatment centres, the enlistment 
of greater government assistance and the 
provision of mobile physiotherapy ser 
vices. 

All this indicates a determination to 
bring relief to the more than 600,000 Cana 
@dians who suffer from a disease which, up 
until recently, has been the most neglected 
of all major ailments 

The success of the Canadian 


and Rheumatism Society will depend upon 
the support of the public 

For instance, all Canadians should be 
aware that while strikes account for a loss 
of some 2,400,000 working days in a year, 
rheumatic diseases are responsible for 
loss of some 9,500,000 working days in a 
year plus $54, 000,000 in wages 

Many more millions are spent on medi- 
cal care and for maintenance of invalids. 

The number of days lost from work 
through rheumatic diseases equals that of 
an army of 30,000 continuously unem- 
ployed and this does not include those so 
seriously disabled that they are not em- 
ployed at all 

Arthritis, then, is a serious factor in the 
slowing up of production. It is a drag on 
national wealth and prosperity. 

For ec onomic as well as compassionate 
reasons, the fight against arthritis should 
be given every y possible public assistance

The ornithology periodicals are 
in a tizzy about picture windows.
